Historic strollers, 
U.S. soldier 
re-enactors offer 
vignette of 
Niagara, 1813

When Richard Coyne 
was arrested on the main 
street of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Friday, he enjoyed 
the experience, and hopes 
to have it repeated this 
summer. 

Coyne is one of about 25 
historic strollers, volun¬ 
teers who walk up and 
down Queen St. dressed in 
period costume, always 
ready to oblige when 
stopped by tourists asking 
for photographs or who 
have questions about the 
town’s history. 

It’s part of 1812 bicen¬ 


tennial celebrations, and 
this summer, the strollers 
are joined by American 
soldiers patrolling the 
street as a reminder that 
for six months 200 years 
ago, the town was occu¬ 
pied by the U.S. 

Friday, there was a bit of 
a fracas between the British 
loyalist-strollers, and the 
U.S soldiers led by Rick 
Meloen, who has taken on 
the persona of American 
sympathizer Joseph 
Willcocks, organizer of die 
Canadian Volunteers, a 
group of soldiers who sided 
with the Americans during 
the War of 1812, and the 
man who campaigned to 
have the town destroyed. 

As the American sol¬ 
diers read out their procla¬ 
mation from the steps of 
the Court House Friday, 
notifying locals of the 
American occupation and 
the need for residents to 
“abstain from communica¬ 
tions with the British army 
and remain at home quiet¬ 
ly pursuing their avoca¬ 


tions” under penalty of 
martial law, they were 
booed by the strollers, who 
shouted out charges of 
"traitor” to Willcocks 
(Meloenj, 'God Save the 
King’ and ‘Yankees go 

"I knew there was going 
to be a bit of a confronta¬ 
tion with the American 
lads,” says Coyne, “but it 
escalated as we went along. 
The fellows playing the 
American troops picked up 
on what we were doing 
straight away and played 

Coyne found himself 
under arrest by the U.S. 
soldiers, and dragged off to 
the old jail in the Court 
House—although he says 
he was actually released 
before they made it to the 
jail. 

Meanwhile, a significant 
crowd of visitors to town 
stopped to watch the 
goings-on, snapping pho¬ 
tographs and asking ques¬ 
tions about the town’s his¬ 
tory, he said. 


“People seemed really 
interested. Some knew 
what was going on, others 
were asking questions. 
They seemed to under¬ 
stand the fun of it. It was a 
good gathering.” 

The confrontation, 
along with the presence of 
the U.S. military and the 
loyalist strollers, was orga¬ 
nized by the 1812 
Bicentennial Committee 
members as part of the 
Niagara Under Occupation 
event, which began in May 
and runs until December, 
concluding with Niagara 
on Fire, recreating the 
burning of the town by the 
Americans. 

Coyne says the strollers 
always emphasize the 200 
years of peace that fol¬ 
lowed the War of 1812, but 
questions from visitors 
gives them an opportunity 
to talk about the history of 
the town and its signifi¬ 
cance, especially with visi¬ 
tors from Great Britain, 
where the war was over¬ 
shadowed by the struggles 


occurring in Europe. 

“It’s a great opportunity 
to help educate, and it’s 
been quite a good experi¬ 
ence, especially when you 
have a chance to chat with 

He expects there may be 


more confrontations before 
the summer is over, he 
said, given the enthusiastic 
response to Friday’s 
impromptu scuffle. 

"It was a lot of fun, and I 
look forward to an oppor¬ 
tunity to do it again.”

Queen St. tower cell proposed

Bell Mobility is hoping to build 
a permanent cell tower on its 
downtown property - a cell tower 
the Town had issues with more 
than a decade ago. 

Counc. Jim Collard was a 
member of the town’s heritage 
committee in 2002—at that time, 
it was referred to as LACAC—and 
is the co-chair of what is today 
called the Municipal Heritage 
Committee, so he has been 
through the discussion of a cell 
tower on Queen St. twice. 

Bell wants to erect a 32-metre 
light grey monopole on its prop¬ 
erty at 137 Queen, where it has a 
utility building. 

Under federal legislation, 
public input is required on tower 
locations, and the municipality is 
asked to comment, but cannot 
veto a proposal—it is the federal 
Industry Canada that ultimately 
makes die decision, says Collard. 

When Bell and Telus suggest¬ 
ed a 42-metre tower at that same 
location in 2002, they were sug¬ 
gesting a flagpole with a flag on it. 
While some heritage committee 
members didn't like the idea of 


placing the pole 
in the Heritage 
District, in the 
long run they 
asked that it not 
be a flagpole and 
that there be 
some landscap¬ 
ing at the base of 
the tower.

He hopes that when the tower is 
discussed at Monday’s town planning 
committee, and at council the follow¬ 
ing week, they will support the heri¬ 
tage committee recommendation that 
Bell be asked to look for another 
location, he says. 

While Collard says he realizes better 
cell coverage is needed in the Old 
Town, and that wherever the site, there 
will be opposition, “this is certainly not 
an appropriate location. Our message 
to them is to find something better.” 

Rogers plans to share the Bell tower, 
and before the Queen St. location was 
chosen, the Rogers tower on town- 
owned property on Niagara Stone Rd. 
was considered for Bell needs, says 
Bell agent Omar Lababidi. 

But both Rogers and Bell have dis¬ 
covered they require a location closer 
to Queen St. to provide better service 
for Old Town residents and visitors, he 
says. 

Ian Gibson is a Simcoe St. resident 
who also opposes the location. 

He was one of 68 property owners, 
businesses and residents notified of a 
public meeting held by Bell Mobility 
Tuesday, a meeting which was also 
advertised in the Advance last 
Thursday. 

Gibson says it’s not just an issue to 
those who live near the location. 

“This is a community issue. This 
proposal is for the main street of our 
town, right smack in downtown NOTL. 
The tower does not fit in with the heri¬ 
tage venue we have. The heritage com¬ 
mittee is trying very hard to keep the 
downtown area in keeping with our 
past. Everyone should be aware that 
this is being considered, and have the 
opportunity for input.” 

If it's time for Bell to put up a per¬ 
manent tower, maybe it’s time for the 
company to consider moving away 
from Queen St. and finding a more 
suitable location, he said. 

“They should move their whole 
operation somewhere else." 

There are other locations within the 
Old Town that wouldn’t have the same 
impact as Queen St., and he questions 
whether a site further from the water 
might not be better for Bell as well, 
avoiding the roaming issues that are a 
problem close to the river. 

As for trying to disguise the tower as 
a flagpole or tree or alter its appear¬ 
ance, he says, it’s not going to work on 
Queen St. 

“This isn’t Mississauga. Trying to 
disguise it isn’t going to work.”

Expect debate over Queen St. tower 


When Rogers wanted to erect a 50-me- 
tre tripole communications tower on 
town property near the library and fire- 
hall, town council debated for more than 
a year about whether to let them go 
ahead. 

Councillors discussed alternative sites, 
but were finally convinced that their 
municipal property was the best loca- 

One of the key factors in the discus¬ 
sion was the need for service in an emer¬ 
gency—it’s hard to argue with that. 

Then councillors discussed possible 
designs to make it less intrusive, such as 
suggestions of trying to disguise it as a 
tree. 

We all know what happened. We now 
have a 50-metre tripole that appears to 
arise out of the middle of the street as we 
drive along Niagara Stone Rd. toward the 
Old Town. 

It was quite a battle, with nearby resi¬ 
dents having apoplexy over the health 
hazards of living near such a structure. 
Letters to the editor at the Advance were 
passionate, even viscous, as residents 
realized their objections would come to 
naught. 

About a year ago, we learned of more 
cell towers proposed for NOTL. In this 
case, they are all on private property, so 
the town council has no right of veto. 

The same is true of a 32-metre pole 
proposed for 137 Queen St. by Bell 
Mobility, on property owned by Bell and 
used for a utility building and a tempo¬ 
rary tower, two metres shorter than the 
new tower that’s being proposed, which 
will be shared by Roger. 

Industry Canada, a federal agency, 
regulates locations of cell towers. The 
municipality has the right to comment, 
and our municipality calls for public 
meetings to gauge the opinion of the pub¬ 
lic. But no matter how upset the public or 
politicians might be, they can't stop the 
building of a tower if Industry Canada 
gives the OK. 

The Town can suggest design changes, 
but there is only so much that can be 
done to mitigate the impact of a 32-metre 


pole on Queen St., in the middle of our 
heritage district. Ten years ago, when this 
particular tower was first discussed, it 
was suggested that a flag be hung from it 
to make it look like a flagpole. That sug¬ 
gestion didn't fly. 

While Industry Canada encourages 
communications companies to share 
existing poles whenever possible, that 
never seems to happen—either they are 
too small or two cluttered or not in the 
right location. 

Such, of course, is the case with the 
tower Bell hopes to build. 

Demand for mobile data services has 
continued to grow at a rapid pace in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake and a permanent 
site with upgraded equipment will better 
serve customers in the area, a Bell repre¬ 
sentative told the Advance. 

Other wireless providers have the 
opportunity to locate their equipment on 
the site as well, reducing the need for 
additional structures in the area, he said. 

The problem is, as much as we might 
hate the thought of a pole reaching to the 
sky from a Queen St. address, an ever-in- 
creasing number of us are hopelessly 
addicted to our cell phones and demand 
good coverage. We know that downtown 
NOTL does not have good coverage, and 
that the closer to the river we get the 
worse it is. So we can’t argue with the 
need for better service. 

The age of cell phones is here to stay, 
and unless there is technology on the 
horizon that eliminates the need for such 
giant towers, they are also here to stay. 
We can’t demand progress but then argue 
about it when it infringes on the look of 
our Old Town. 

Or can we? That sounds pretty much 
like what we’ve been doing in NOTL since 
it began attracting thousands of tourists 
decades ago. Sometimes it works, usually 
it doesn’t. 

It would be great if Bell could find a 
better location, one a little less conspicu¬ 
ous. But that’s probably the best we can 
hope for. It might not have to be on Queen 
St., in fact should not be on Queen St., but 
it will definitely have to be downtown.

Arthritis and related chronic pain can be aided by diet 


More water, 
omega-3 and 
weight loss all 
help reduce 
inflammation 
associated with 
arthritis 


Arthritis and the 
chronic pain that goes 
on and on year after 
year can be a living hell. 

It’s estimated that 
over 50 million North 
Americans are afflicted 
with this disease. Now, a 
report from Tufts 
University claims that 
eating right can help the 
aching joints of both 
osteoarthritis, the wear- 
and-tear type, and rheu¬ 
matoid arthritis. 

Dr. Miriam Nelson, an 
expert on nutrition, says, 
"You might be surprised 
how modifying the diet 
can decrease stiffness 
and inflammation." 

Her first suggestion is 
to start with water. This

liquid provides moisture 
and structural support to 
joints. It also carries 
nutrients to where they 
are needed, and removes 
the metabolic waste of 
metabolism. 

Obviously, thirst tells 
us when we need liquids. 
And we know that we 
get water from fruits and 
other foods. But Nelson 
begs to differ. Rather, 
she says, as we age our 
ability to feel thirst 
becomes blunted. 
Moreover, some of the 
medicines used to treat 
arthritis can affect thirst. 

Nelson stresses it is 
also crucial to lose 


weight as it adds extra 
stress to joints. Losing 
just 11 pounds can 
decrease symptoms by as 
much as 50%. 

For example, a single 
step triggers a force on 
the knees and hips two 
to three times your body 
weight. Rising from a 
chair or walking down¬ 
stairs increases the pres- 

But what about nutri¬ 
ents? The Framingham 
Osteoarthritis study 
found the progression 
of osteoarthritis was 
decreased by 50% in 
people who consumed 
the most vitamin C, at 
least 150 milligrams a 
day, the amount in two 
oranges. 

This vitamin is vital 
in the formation of col¬ 
lagen and cartilage and 
rids the joint of damag¬ 
ing free radicals that 
cause inflammation. 

See the web site www. 
docgiff.com to see how 
much higher doses of 
vitamin C can prevent 
and reverse hardening of 


coronary arteries. 

This study also 
showed the benefit of 
vitamin D. Nelson rec¬ 
ommends 400 IU or 
more daily. D is impor¬ 
tant in building bone 
strength and aids in the 
absorption of calcium. 
But during the winter 
months it’s hard to get 
this amount of D in the 
diet without taking a 
supplement. 

The oils we consume 
also oil our joints. But 
not all oils are equal. 
Rather, the oils in our 
blood contain different 
types of fatty acids. The 
good omega-3 fatty acids 
fight inflammation. 
Omega-6 acids trigger it. 

Nelson recommends 
that it’s prudent to cut 
back on omega-6 fatty 
acids. This means 
decreasing the amount 
of packaged processed 
foods found in super¬ 
markets, frozen foods, 
crackers, cookies and 
many dessert items, 
along with fried foods. 

A University of 


Washington study found 
that people who ate two 
or more weekly servings 
of baked or broiled fish 
were 40 percent less 
likely to develop arthri¬ 
tis due to the omega-3 
content. 

So what is it that 
causes joint pain? Fatty 
acids are the forerunners 
of compounds called 
prostaglandins. Some 
suppress inflammation 
and others promote it 
and it’s inflammation 
that causes the suffering 
of arthritis. 

The best sources of 
omega-3 are salmon, hal¬ 
ibut and sardines. It’s 
also present in walnuts, 
beans, tofu, flaxseed oil, 
pecans and leafy vegeta¬ 
bles. 

One message derived 
from recent studies is 
that our food habits 
have changed over the 
years, but not in a way 
that cuts down on the 
chronic problems of 
aging. 

In the past the ratio 
of omega-3 to omega-6 


was nearly even. Now, 
people consume 11 times 
more omega-6 fatty 
acids than omega-3. 

This negative shift in 
eating habits has major 
implications for the 
future. Our aging popu¬ 
lation will demand more 
arthritis therapy and 
more hip and knee 
replacements, adding 
further strain to our 
health care costs. 

Remember that the 
worst treatment for 
arthritis is to stop mov¬ 
ing. Ships tied up too 
long develop barnacles. 
We too develop rust in 
our joints from inactivi¬ 
ty. Moderate and contin¬ 
ued movement of joints 
pushes nutrient into car- 

Abraham Lincoln 
once remarked that "I 
have the best two doc¬ 
tors, my left and right 
legs." 

You need only to look 
around you to see 
human obesity and 
immobility. No wonder 
the joints seize up.

Built in c.1836,278 Regent Street is a five bay house 
incorporating many elements of neoclassical architecture, 
including a symmetrical facade; a low side-gabled roof 



and large windows in relation to wall surface. Early 

clapboard with slim corner boards and the six over six sash are indications of an early date. There is a curious window in 
the gable on the north side of the building which may have been used as a means for hauling objects into the attic. 

Tax records indicate that, prior to 1875,278 Regent Street was a single dwelling unit, but later became a double unit, 
when it was sold to the former Niagara Methodist Church, whose ministers occupied the north part of the house until the 
church bought the parsonage on Victoria Street in 1920. The south half of the house was rented to a number of tenants to 
assist in paying the ministers’ salaries. At that time there were 2 entrance doors, each with a simple transom. 

The entrance door and interior layout were altered when the house was converted back to a single dwelling unit. At that 
time one of two staircases was removed. The other still exists along with original trim such as baseboards and some 
doorcases. Original wide pine flooring is still visible in many parts of the house. 

The dwelling was believed to have been constructed by John Barker, a prominent local politician in the 1830s. Barker 
was a carpenter, a yeoman farmer and captain of the town fire department. He is credited with making the two old pulpits 
in St. Mark’s Church. He served in the First Lincoln Militia during the Rebellion of 1837 and in 1866, at the age of 82, he 
volunteered to fight the Fenians. 

Additionally, the Lot was associated with George Hill, a career officer in the British army; Daniel Servos, a military captain 
in the War of 1812 and owner of vast tracts of land in the Town; and several ministers of the Methodist Church. 
Description of Key Heritage Attributes 
Key exterior and structural attributes include: 

• Entire exterior of the original two storey dwelling excluding the front entranceway 

• The clapboard with moderate exposure (5”) 

• The 6 over 6 sash and sash pattern

Though it has been three 
years since Niagara District 
Secondary School (NDSS) 
was forced to close its doors, 
the effects are still felt 
throughout the town. 

Don MacDougall, a for¬ 
mer teacher and coach at 
NDSS who has become an 
outspoken critic in the com¬ 
munity in regard to second¬ 
ary education, says people 
aren't seeing the closure of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake’s only 
secondary school has not 
only impacted the quality of 
education in the town, it has 
also had an impact on who 
can and cannot participate 
in some sports. 

“I’ve coached thousands 
of kids. Kids like sports," 
said MacDougall. 

“When NDSS was closed 
they also closed an oppor¬ 
tunity for thousands of kids 
who wanted to play sports.” 

There are about 850 high 
school-aged kids in NOTL, 
and unless they’re elite ath¬ 
letes, their chance to par¬ 
ticipate in school sports are 
very slim, he said. 

The fact that thousands 
of students are missing out 
on being a part of a team 
isn’t a small problem. Sports 
teams do not only offer an 
avenue to build friendships 
and work as a team, but also 
provide activity. Childhood 
obesity has more than dou¬ 
bled in children and tripled 
in adolescents in the past 30 
years. In 2010, the year 
NDSS closed its doors, more 
than 1/3 of children and 
adolescents were over¬ 
weight or obese, says 
MacDougall. 

What he has proposed is 
for the community and par¬ 
ents to come together to 
start the Niagara District 
Sports School, which is a 
concept, not a traditional 
school. 

He says the concept is 
simple - it is an affordable 
private school with the 
emphasis on sports. 

“To be affordable, it must 
be community-based. 
Niagara-on-the-Lake has a 
number of wonder facilities 
that could house small 
classes and provide a vari¬ 
ety of sports. Some of these 
could have the opportunity 
to evolve into prep schools,” 
he said.

One of the biggest 
obstacles in education 
is that people are not 
embracing new tech¬ 
nology. 

“There is a big differ¬ 
ence between school at 
home and home school¬ 
ing,” he said. 

School at home is a 
student being taught at 
home using new tech¬ 
nology like Skype and 
various video chat pro¬ 
grams, while home 


schooling is typically 
taught by the parent. 

“The school board 
isn’t incorporating 
technology, in fact, the 
entire province is 
behind in what other 
provinces are doing and 
the world. The rest of 
the world is following, 
but instead the board 
puts students on buses 
to packed schools and 
classrooms,” he said. 

Students spending 
too much time com¬ 
muting to and from 


school on a bus is also 
putting up a wall 
between whether or not 
they can participate in 
school sports, as most 
sports team practice 
before or after school. 

Studies have also 
been done showing the 
longer a student is on a 
bus the lower their 

"For not so serious 
players the opportunity 
for sport is gone. They 
have closed a part of 
their lives. If you’re not 


an elite athlete you’re 
not going to make the 
teams in the city. It 
infuriates me that the 
board knows this, but 
doesn’t inform parents 
of it. For some kids 
Grade 8 is the end of 
their sporting lives.”

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‘Faith Healer’ Shaw’s dark gem for this season

Broken marriages. Irish 
poverty. Alcoholism. Dead 
babies. When it comes to 
misery, Brian Friel’s Faith 
Healer has plenty to 

It makes for an unset¬ 
tling three hours at the 
Royal George Theatre, 
where the Shaw Festival 
opened this 1979 Irish 
classic Friday night. 


With a tired brain and 
droopy eyes, it might be 
too much sadness for one 
night - this is truly one of 
the most morose plays the 
company has staged in 
recent years. But the black¬ 
ness is also what makes it 
gripping, rendered by 
three of the Shaw's veteran 
performers speaking 
directly to the audience. It 
feels less like theatre than 
it does a raw, Rashomon- 
like confession, where all 
three tell different versions 
of the same events. In the 


end, you feel none of them 
are wrong, yet none are 
entirely truthful. 

In a dimly-lit, dilapi¬ 
dated church hall, Frank 
Hardy (Jim Mezon) tells us 
about his days traveling 
the countryside as a faith 
healer - more showman 
than miracle worker. Even 
so, there was that night in 
Giamorgan he cured 10 
people of their ailments, a 
feat he celebrated by blow¬ 
ing the donation bin on a 
wild weekend with wife 
Grace (Corrine Koslo). 


“We were always bal¬ 
anced somewhere 
between the absurd and 
the momentous,” he 
recalls. 

During her monologue, 
Grace reveals herself to be 
a ruined shell of a woman 
who never recovered after 
her stillborn baby was 
buried in a field. 

She alternately despises 
Frank and says she can’t 
live without him. Koslo 
continues her string of 
tortured, unforgettable 
characters at Shaw - usu¬ 


ally one per season. 

Lasdy, there’s manager 
Teddy (Peter Krantz), a 
boozing, showbiz huckster 
adept at exploiting Frank's 
‘gift’ - separating the poor 
and sick from what little 
money they have. He views 
the whole charade as 
entertainment (“a minis¬ 
try without responsibility,” 
Franks calls it). 

Frank is no different 
from any other eccentric 
actor who can’t under¬ 
stand their talent, the rea¬ 
sons. But beneath his bra¬ 


vado is compassion for his 
friends, and deep remorse 
for what happened to 

Which is the play's sim¬ 
mering mystery, doled out 
in tiny snippets with each 
monologue. During his 
‘homecoming’ tour of 
Ireland, something hap¬ 
pened to Frank in a 
Donegal bar when a group 
of thugs demanded he 
heal a cripple.

"It keeps me in the agricultural indus¬ 
try, working at something I love,” while 
providing stability over the years for 
himself and his family. 

The co-op began in Vineland with 
four local growers, and has grown to 
include offices and acres of cold storage 
warehouse space in Jordan and Virgil, 
two production facilities making baskets 
and boxes for fruit and vegetables, and 
retail outlets providing grower supplies. 

It now buys more than half the fruit 
grown in the peninsula, and employes 
28 people full-time, many who have 
been with the co-op for more than 20 
years and some more than 30, says Lepp. 
During the harvest season the number 
of employees grows to more than 60 
people, with the addition of seasonal 
workers. 

When its celebration was in the plan¬ 
ning stages, says Lepp, board chair Phil 
Tregunno decided to ask Joe Pillitteri, 
who grew up in a local farming family 
and runs and agricultural business of his 
own, to MC the event Pillitteri is well- 
known for his skill as an entertaining MC 
and stand-up comic, a love of his and a 
hobby—he performs for many worth¬ 
while causes, taking no payment for 
himself but lending his talent to fund¬ 
raising events. 

He agreed he’d do it, but asked for a 
donation to KidSport Niagara, a local 
charity that helps ensure kids who can’t 
afford registration fees and equipment 
costs are able to participate in minor 
sports. 

“I usually perform pro-bono for char¬ 
ity and I mentioned to the organizers 
that I would be happy if they would sim¬ 
ply donate $200 to KidSport Niagara in 
lieu of payment to me. They agreed but 
suggested $1000 would be more appro¬ 
priate,” says Pillitteri. 

Lepp says the celebration was per¬ 
fect, with great weather, at the beautiful 
Staff Winery on the top of the escarp- 

"Everything was perfect,” he said. 

“We were even able to convince 
Kathleen Wynne, the premier of Ontario, 
to stop by for an hour or so.” 


In her speech, she used the phrase 
‘good things grow in Ontario’ a catch- 
phrase of the Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food to help promote 
products grown in Ontario, and with a 
little prodding, says Lepp, she led the 
guests in a rousing rendition of the jin¬ 
gle. 

“It was fun, it was a good evening,” 
says Lepp, “and a chance to help out a 
local charity. 

KidSport Niagara, a chapter of 
KidSport Ontario, has issued more than 
135 grants totaling $33,000 since it was 
established in the region.

Owner charged after dog 
left sweltering in vehicle

A Jack Russell terrier in a 
parked SUV was 15 minutes 
away from death when the 
humane society broke the 
vehicle’s window in St. 
Catharines Monday night, the 
agency said. 

The incident happened 
during a sweltering heatwave 
and prompted warnings once 
again not to leave pets in 
vehicles, even if owners think 
it will only be for a few min- 

“Just leave them at home,” 
Kevin Strooband, executive 
director of the Lincoln County 
Humane Society, said. 

were called to the St. 
Catharines hospital Friday at 
5:20 p.m. for a complaint 
about a dog in a black 
Mercedes SUV 

Strooband said a Jack 
Russell terrier was in the front 
of the SUV and the time stamp 
on the parking ticket showed 
it had been parked for an 

A window was partially 
open, but not enough for any 
air flow or to allow anyone to 


open the doors. 

The hospital paged the 
vehicle’s owners but there was 
no response. CAA was also 
called, but Strooband said 
there wasn’t time to wait. 

"The dog was flat out on 
the front seat," he said. 

Using a collapsible baton, 
Strooband hit the back win¬ 
dow three times to smash the 
glass to get inside. At that 
point the owners arrived and 
went with the dog and 



Strooband said the four- 
year-old dog’s heart rate was 
high and the vet told him if it 
had been in the vehicle 15 
minutes longer it wouldn’t 
have survived. Temperature in 
the car was measured at 48°C. 

The couple was from New 
York State and was at the hos¬ 
pital because the man’s moth¬ 
er was dying, he said. 

The humane society 
charged the female owner 
with keeping a dog in a car 
without adequate ventilation 
— a charge that carries a $185 
fine. But it released the dog to 
the owners with an offer to 
care for it while they visit the 
hospital, due to the special 
circumstances.
